So, in this and in all future games, an illness is Diplomacy 1 s. form 
of Act of Godj this* -ruling is not ours. In no other Postal game will 
you find any reason for missing a deadline just cause. 

But let me^pbiht jput to all of you that there were 30 days between 
BARAD-DUR 1 and BARAD-DUR 2. Being ill on the 30th is certainly no ex- 
cuse. There were 10 days between 1.5 and 2. The same reasoning applies. 

If there are any _of you out there who believe that none of the 
reasons above are valid and that all sorts of delays should be toler- 
ated if they are Acts of Cod, please let us know tha reason. As it stands 
the precedent "is set, and .there is nothing that can be done. We're sin- 
cerely sorry.,
